over the production of two years ago, 
whilst sixteen years ago only one-tenth of 
tbe above amount was manufactured. 


On tho other hand, our import of rails 


from Great Britain wns in 1869 over three 
hundred and thirty thousand tons, or just 
about one-third tho entire consumption of 
rails for that year in this country. It may 
also be nsefn-1 for our readers to remem- 
ber that our English cousins made last 
year over five million tons of pig iion 
This vast' result of only one of tho lead- 
ing industrial interests of the day, it may 
confidently be expected, the United States 
may equal in the. time mentioned above 
provided only that wiso counsel obtains 
in 'Washington.

Devout allusion is made 
to the Lord,' and his grace is sought in 
turning the minds of the people to poace 
and good will toward their whito breth- 
ern. Then follows a historical resume, 
citing from scored and profane history in- 
stances of the destruction ol nations by 
conquering tribes and peoples, and the ex- 
ample therein held up to the North Amer- 
ican Indian tribes: 


"To-day the whole Chorokees and thc> 


whole Indian race are in distress and 
danger. Powerless we lie in the hands of 
the Government and the people of tlie 
United State,', as did the Jaws in the 
hands of Ahasuerns and the) Persians.

and skill to crush us in our weakness." 


And further on he says: " Not only

The City Gas 
^ 


Tba Titusville gas works are situated 


on tbe corner of Pino street, and the creek. 
They were originally built in 1866 for 
vaporising the more volatile portions of 
petroleum, but this plan was abandoned, 
and in 18U8, they were remodeled for the 
manufacture of coal gas. There ii a retort 
house, condenser, puryfying honse, gaso- 
meter, and all the necessary apparatus for 
turning out 40,000 feet of gas per day. 
Tho superintendent informs us that they 
aro now running at tho rate of 30,000 feet 
per day','and that the length of the mains 
is about three mile?. The whole property 
is valued at about $70,000. It is also as- 
serted that the greatest portion of the 
stock is held jn New York city, only about 
$10,000 being held here. The price char- 
ged is $4.00 per 1,000 feet, and fifty centt 
extra if tho bills are not paid when dne.

In addition to this, are the 
lime or chemicals, used for purifying, 
which become pregnant with compounds 
of great commercial value, and are sold 
for a much higher figure than

originally 
cost,

to the interest of manufacturers to remove 
every impurity, before giving their gas to 
the public. la fact tho whole residuum, 
is ofteu worth more than the cost of manu- 
facture. This is the reason why petro- 
leum, *and other oleaginous substances, 
can never compete with coal in tho manu- 
facturo of gas, unless under veiy peculiar 
circumstances where coal is enormously 
dear, and oil is comparatively cheap. 
We 


will now suppose that under ordinary cir- 
cumstances wo aro making uO.OOO feet of 
coal gas daily and selling it at $4 per 1,000 
ami that wo have a good market for our 
residuum, which covers all the expense of 
manufacture.

great and noticeable. 
Winter having 


now come on and stopped much of the em- 
ployment upon which many depended for 
their daily bread, the benevolent-minded 
observer cannot fail to notice many indis- 
putable evidences of extreme want and, 
suffering in onr midst. 
.- • 


Such, indeed, are the inevitable attend- 


ants to a populous town, and it is remark- 
able that we have hitherto had so little 
suffering among onr poor and so few calls 
upon our benevolence. 
Such having 


been the- fortunate 
state 
of 
affairs 


heretofore in our prosperous city, we 
may excuse ourselves to a considerable 
extent from the charge of selfishness in 
not having formed same well regulated 
plan of relief for the poor and suffering. 
But now it would seem, from the reasons 
already mentioned, that we can no longer 
hold omrselves aloof from charitable works, 
without neglecting a duty at onee the 
most praiseworthy in man, and pleasing to 
tho Father ofail mercies. 


As it is always necessary for eomo ono
